Exporting Tough Grain > 


Many years ago, when a shipment of 
oggs tek China arrived at San Francisco 
it was found that the three wee. ene 
across the warm Pacific, combined w th 
engine heat of the steamship, had. caused 
most of the fertile eggs to hatch. So a 
shipment of baby chicks arrived in Califor- 
nia, when only eggs had been ordered. 

A similar change in the character of.a 
ship’s cargo was made last month when a 
shipment of tough, moisture laden Mfg 
from Vancouver to Great Britain dried eo 
sufficiently during the voyage . by way oO 
the Panama-Canal to drop in moisture con- 
tent and thus improve—rather than deteri- 
orate—its.grading during shipments. 

Other importing nations have been 
watching this experiment with interest and 
will now take shipments of tough grain be- 
cause of this successful

‘Urge More Uses For Coal 


rging a more aggressive policy with 
capeath eg the development and marketing of 
Alberta’s vast coal deposits, the provincial

‘Retirement at Sixty-Five 

A. Lindberg, associate professor of 
ER otha Administration at Harvard Uni- 
versity, says that compulsory or manda- 
tory retirement at the age of sixty-five 
is meeting with a lot of resistance in the 
United States. The Harvard professor 
questions the mandatory. retirement age as 
a lasting standard. 


“Our data seems to suggest that an in- 


dividual’s capacity to adapt is not mater- 
ially affected by*‘age if the individual is 
in reasonably good: health and if the in- 
dividual is working in a business climate 
which demonstates its faith in his ability 
to adapt himself and learn new schedules. 
In other words, if the business climate is 
favorable, the elderly person can not only 
be taught new tricks, he is full of them, 
Professor Lindberg says. * 

The Harvard professor believes health 
and advances in medical science will en- 
able the average worker to remain effi- 
cient for a steadily increasing number of 
years. His words will be to 
many employes, who feel able and fit but 
who find themselves automatically retired 
at the age of sixty-five.

We Should Be Proud 


Canadians, as a people, are tinged with 
an over-abundance of’ humility, modesty or

They should 
be proud of the freedom that is theirs, of 
the ‘rights and privileges that have been 
handed down in trust from previous genera- 
tions. They should be proud of their place 
(a prominent one): in the British Common- 
wealth under the sovereignity of their Liege 
Lady, Queen Elizabeth II. i 

Canadians are living in an expansionist 
age, a period in the nation’s history when 
great developments are taking place in the 
country. Canada,’ for instance, produces 
half of the world’s supply of newsprint, the 
second largest export wheat crop, 90% of 
the free world’s supply of nickel and an im- 
portant part of the zinc, copper, aluminum 
and other materials needed for the defence 
of the west. Vast developments are under- 
way in oil, iron, uranium, industry, electrical 
power, Last year Canadians invested some 
22°. of their national income in new develop- 
ments, Foreign capital is flowing into the 
country and more and’ more Canadian capi- 
tal is being utilized to develop the natural 
resources and industi'y of the nation. 

Canadians may well be proud, too, of 
awakened interest in the arts. Across the 
land music festivals, drama festivals, art 
exhibits, ballet festivals show that this new 
nation is not neglecting the finer things of 
life. More and more Canadians are aware 
of the fact that “culture” is not something 
for highbrows but may be enjoyed by every- 
one. Good music via the radio and perform- 
ances of symphonies, choirs and soloists is 
becoming part of the daily living of millions 
of Canadians. Canadians are writing books, 
plays and poetry, are painting and compos- 
ing as never before. 

The second half of the twentieth century 
belongs to Canada. As Churchill said last 
month in Ottawa, “Upon the whole surface 
of the globe, there is no more spacious and 
splendid domain. than Canada open to the 
activity, and genius of free men.” Let us 
be protid of what our nation of 14 million 
souls “has at@complished, is accomplishing and

$95 PER CANADIAN HEAD 

When it is the money in our 
own pockets that is involved we 
Canadians are still careful of our 
dollars. Wage earners are con- 
cerned, and rightly so, over ‘a 
‘dollar more or a dollar less ‘in 
their pay envelopes; housewives 
know where and what for they 
spend every penny. But our 
attitude towards big government 
spending is different. When 
Ottawa spends a billion it gets 
hardly more attention than when 
the amount is a million,- though 
of course Ottawa can spend only 
what is first or last taken from 
us in taxes. : 

The above observ-ation is 
prompted .by the speech of Paul 
Martin to an audience in Roches- 
ter, N.Y., when the Health Min- 
ister stated that Canadian gov- 
ernments and voluntary agencies 
will spend $1,330,000.000 on 
social security in 1952. This 
amounts to $95 per head of popu- 
lation. That figure has little 
meaning until we realize that the 
United. Kingdom, where Canadians 
believe the welfare state is in 
full sway, is spending on social 
security only £794,000,000, or 
about $44 per head of population. 

Some Canadians argue that this 
country is far behind in matters 
of social security, that more tax 
be’ spent.

VANCOUVER, B.C, — (BUP) — West coast whales had 
every reason to blubber today. Harpoons streaked toward 
them in ever-increasing numbers this year as British Colum- 


bia’s whaling industry experienced a revival, 


Only 10 years ago, the Consol- 
idated. Whaling Company at Vic- 
toria, which had been operating 
for 30 years, decided the whaling 
business wasn’t paying off and 
folded up. 

For seven years whale schools 
flourished in battle-free waters, 

A fresh war broke out at sea 
1. 1948 when a group of Can- 
adians stepped in to reap the 
harvest. They formed a firm 
known as British Columbia: Pack- 
ers Limited and converted an ex- 
RCAF seaplane base at Coal Har- 
bof on. Vancouver, Island into 
a’ Whaling station. 

* The $600,000 plant. today is 
one of the most up-to-date in 
existence in the Pacific. 

During its four years in the in- 
dustry, the firm caught more than 
1.144 whales, mainly sperm and 
finback. 

A spokesman disclosed that more 
than 400. whales were taken: this 
season, a record in the short his- 
tory of the company. 

Test runs in 1948 were started 
with two whaling boats, the Nah- 
mint and Bouvet III. This year 
three new killer boats were ac- 
quired. |. 

A far cry from the old sailing 
whalers are the two latest ad- 
dition to the fleet, the Norwegian 
vessels Polar V and Globe VIII. 
They are 250-tonners. steam pow- 
ered and 160 feet long.
